For 35 Years in $1,000,000 Deal

A. G. Rhodes & Son has leased the Witt building, on the northeast corner of Peachtree 
and Harris streets, and adjoining properties on Harris street for 35 years, in a deal involv- 
ing a total rental of $1,000,000, Rhodes Perdue, president of the company, announced. 

A. G. Rhodes & Son owns the Rhodes Furniture Company which operates four retail 
stores and a wholesale concern in Atlanta and about 30 other stores in six southern states.

5 Billions 
In Tax Cuts 
Proposed 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—(/)— 
A $5,000,000,000 tax-cutting pro- 
gram, which would relieve 12,000,- 
000 persons of all income taxes 
starting in 1946, and ease the bur- 
dens of other individuals and cor- 
porations, was proposed to con- 
gress today by the Truman admin- 
istration. 

Fred M. Vinson, secretary of 
the treasury, carried before the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee the first revenue reduction 
plan an administration has sent to 
Capitol Hills in 16 years. . 

It drew immediate fire from 
Republicans, whose house leader, 
Rep. Martin, of Massachusetts, 
said: 

“It doesn't go far enough. It 
won't open up purchasing power 
to stimulate business and create 
jobs. We want at least a 20 per 
cent reduction all along the 
board.” 

After a $5,000.000,000 reduction, 
according to Vinson’s estimates, 
revenues in calendar 1946 are ex- 
pected to approximate $27,500,- 
000,000. This compares with a war 
peak collection of $46,500,000,000 
from taxpayers in 1944 and pre- 
war levels of about $5,000,000,000. 
WOULD FREE 12,000,000 

Vinson proposed: 

1. Elimination of the 3 per cent 
“normal” tax on individuals, ef- 
fective Jan. 1. This would take 
around 12,000,000 low income per- 
sons from the tax rdlls complete- 
ly and reduce burdens for all in- 
dividuals by $2,085,000,000, he 
said. When the war ended there 
were about 50.000,000 individual 
income taxpayers.. This tax now 
is assessed against all net income 
above $500 without regard to the 
_Mumber of a taxpayer's depend- 

ents. Repeal would leave in 

‘the graduated surtaxes un- 
er which the taxpayer is given 
a $500 exemption for himself and 
$500 for each dependent. 

2. Repeal the 95 per cent ex- 
cess profits tax on corporations, 
which Vinson said is tolerable 
only as “a method for prévent- 
ing war profiteering.” A check of 
the ways and means group indi- 
cated both Democrats and Repub- 
licans favoring repeal. Vinson said 
this would reduce corporate tax 
burdens by $2,555,000,000. 


WOULD HALVE EXCESSES 

3. A sharp reduction in excise 
taxes, on such things as fur coats, 
jewelry, lipstick, admissions and 
transportation, effective next July 
1. Many of the excises would be 
halved. Present law provides that 
the high excises written into the 
1943 revenue act drop automatical- 
ly to the much lower 1942 act 
levels six months after the of- 
ficial end of the war. Because of 
the uncertainty of the termination | 
date, Vinson proposed next July. 
He said this would reduce the 
consumer tax burden by $547,000,- 
000 annually. 


4. A temporary freeze of the so- 
cial security tax at the present 
Tate of 1 per cent against the em- 
ployer’s payroll and the employe’s 
pay envelope, to allow time for 
an overall study of proposals for 
expansion or revision of the social 
security program. Without a freeze 
the tax jumps automatically Jan. 
1 to 2.5 per cent against employ- 
er and employee. 


HOW IT WORKS 

Repeal of the “normal” tax— 
successor to the war imposed “vic- 
tory” tax—would remove from the 
rolis all childless married men 
with less than $1,000 income; all 
men with wife and one child and 
income of $1,500 or less: two chil- 
dren, $2,000; three children, $2.,- 
500—continuing with a $500 extra 
exemption for each dependent.

The smallest American task force 
in history, a tiny steam launch 
with five Navy men aboard, today 
outbluffed and captured a Japa- 
nese flotilla of six heavily armed 
seagoing junks, prepared to sail 
for the homeland with nearly 100 
enemy troops. 

The launch, commanded by Lt. 
Edward B. Martin, San Diego, 
Cal., and manned by a U. S. en- 
sign, three enlisted men and a 
couple of coolies, came upon the 
junks at the confluence of the 
Whangpoo and Yangtze rivers off 
Shanghai. They were waiting for 
the tide to turn so they could put 
out to sea. 

Martin had been told that a 
group of Japanese soldiers, possi- 
bly including war criminals, was 
preparing to escape from China. 
His tiny craft bounced down the

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TIPS ON SAFE DRIVING 


Auto-Auto Collisions 
Nearly All Preventable 


This is the first of a series of articles on types of traffic acci- 
dents and how to avoid them, by Nyram L. Young, traffic engineer. 


Head-on collisions are more frequent than the average motorist 
realizes, and they are always more serious, particularly on the high- 
torist being on the wrong side of 
the roadway, which is _ usually 
brought about by one motorist 
passing another without sufficient 
clear distance ahead. 

If a car is traveling 40 miles per 
hour and another desires to pass 
and steps his speed up to 50 miles 
per hour, the car in the act of 
passing will be on the wrong side 
of the road for a period of five 
seconds. At 50 miles per hour the 
car is moving 75 feet per second. 
Five seconds on the wrong side of 
the road equals 350 feet traveled 
while passing. Meeting a car that 
is traveling 50 miles per hour 
means a total clearance of 750 feet 
is required to have a reasonable 
Oe margin of safety. Attempting to 
sae pass with less clearance is the

Secretary of Treasury Vinson has pre- 
sented his tax-reducing recommendations 
to the House Ways and Means Committee. 


Included in his suggested program are 
the repeal of the so-called “normal tax” of 
3 per cent and abolition of the wartime 
levy of 95 per cent on excess profits of cor- 
porations. Both of these eliminations would 
be made effective the first of the year. 


Also included in the secretary’s pro- 


posed program is repeal, as of next July 1,. 


of special wartime excise rates on jewelry, 
furs, cosmetics and other items usually 
classified as luxuries. Under Vinson’s pro- 
posal, federal excise taxes would thus be 
returned to their 1942 level during the sec- 
ond half of 1946. 


Such changes in our tax structure, said 
Vinson, would decrease federal revenues 
by an approximate five billion dollars an- 
nually; two billion through elimination 
of the normal tax, two and a half billion 
through dropping of the excess profits pro- 
vision, and the final half billion through 
the decrease in excise taxes. 


Vinson’s recommendations are along the 
line of those suggested by most recognized 
economists. Certainly they seem the most 
logical changes to be attempted at this 
time. : 

Elimination of the 3 per cent normal 
tax on net incomes in excess of $500 a year 
will relieve approximately ten million per- 
sons from having to file returns. In addi- 
tion, it. will bring a welcome cut in the 
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taxes of additional millions of low-income 
family heads. 


Repeal of the excess profits tax will en- 
courage new enterprise and stimulate pro- 
duction, two factors urgently needed for 
full peacetime prosperity. 


Setting July 1, 1946 for the elimination 
of war-doubled excise taxes will tend to 
promote the sale of luxury goods at a time 
when it will be of the most benefit to the 
nation. 


As welcome as the tax cuts will be to 
individual and corporation alike, all will 
realize that the most important part of 
Vinson’s message was that wherein he 
warned that, under no circumstances, 
should further reductions be attempted at 
this time. 


We came out of the war with a tre- 
mendous national debt. Our annual budget 
will remain high for years to come. Until 
we make considerable progress toward re- 
tiring our indebtedness, we owe.-it to the 
85 million Americans who invested in War 
Bonds to maintain the highest level of 
taxes consistent with, prosperity. 


‘Moreover, the spectre of inflation con- 
tinues to haunt us. Until reconversion is 
more an actuality, and uninterrupted pro- 
duction insures an ample supply of con- 
sumer goods to meet demands, reduction 
of taxes would be inviting trouble. 


Lowered taxes, in the proper propor- 
tions, are highly desirable. But let’s not 
chop off too much, too soon. 


Disregard for Public Welfare

British Imperialism 
Too Loosely Talked 


We hear a lot about British “imperialism.” 

Too often such talk is basedl on a-conception 

3 of England as a central authority able to give 

orders to the dominions, or to use political power for special eco- 
nomic advantages, as she could, did, in the 17th and 18th centuries. 

That is true today to a very limited degree because of the 
interlocking quality of some British firms and the politics of 
necessity. 

The facts are that the dominions and India are fiscally inde- 
pendent. They make their own tariffs and fiscal policies as do 
any. foreign state. Britain qwes India billions—and India will 
insist on collecting. | 

The dominions and England did get together in 1932 with an 
“imperial preference” agreement, but this meeting was called at 
the insistence of Canada and other dominions only because of the 
notorious Smoot-Hawley tariff act of 1930, which by then had 
begun to work toward destruction. 

It is not too much to say that one of the great contributing 
factors to the nationalism which hastened the World War was that 
Smoot-Hawley act. 1 

Britain’s chief trade has never been with the dominions, or 
empire, as some term it. A. look at the dry but important statis- 
tics of trade reveal Britain invested early in the 19th century far 
more in the United States and other non-empire countries than 
in the empire itself. The shift began to center in Latin America 
and when the second World War came the British trade in Latin 


America was far greater than with India. 

; There is much loose talk about British “imperial- 
Palestine ism” in Palestine. There is, to a degree, but it is 
political, more than economic. | 

No thoughtful person would argue that many thousands of Jews, 
especially the dispossessed and homeless ones of Europe, should not 
be given a territory to which they may go, if they wish, and in 
which they would find assistance. 

This truth is emphasized by the current reports that thousands, 
loosed in Europe, have found home conditions so bad they have 
come back to the camps where they formerly were housed. They 
found that, While the war had ended ¥in their territories, anti- 
Semitism had not. They also found the problem of getting food 
and housing impossible for them, as it will be for others. 

Patently, something must be done. 

Very well, the answer has been, open up Palestine. 
problem of British imperialism. . 

That is all very well. It is what the British would like to do. 
But what Britain doesn't want to do, and won't do if she can keep 
it, is to lose her political influence,in the Middle East. 

One of the great political battles of today is the campaign for 
prestige in the Middle East. I tried to write on this from Cairo 
last spring. The Russians, the English, the French and the Ameri- 
cans were very active and very concerned. The Russians and the 
British were doing the best job. 

One has only to look at one’s map to see why the Middle East 
has been, and is, one of! the great fields of struggle, politically and 
militarjly, since the earliest beginnings of time. ' 

It is the great bridge between Russia and India; between Russia 
and Africa; it is one of the bridges between Russia and Europe. 
It borders the Persian gulf, the Red sea, the Arabian sea, and it 
fronts on the Mediterranean. 

We saw how it could flame just recently when the French were 
about to be put down in Syria and the British stepped in and re- 
stored order. It was a field of political struggle in the first World 
War. 

There was formed last spring in Cairo “The Arabic League.” 
It was formed on the basis of opposition to the Palestine plan. 
Never before have’ they been.able to get them together, even 
though they were Moslems. 

I happen to know, what Ibn Saud told the late Franklin D. 
Roosevelt at Alexandria. Now that censorship is ended, I think it 
can be said. The President was seeking agreement with him. 
But the old King shook him off. 

“I can think of no honor greater than dying at the head of 
my warriors in defense of Palestine,” he said, in emphatic con- 
clusion. 

Mr. Roosevelt could not move him, though he tried. When he 
left he shook a worried head and said, “I learned more about the 
Palestine problem in five minutes with Ibn Saud than I had ever 
known before.” 

They are ready, even eager, to go to war about it. 

And if they do go to war about it, then this country and Eng- 
land will have to do the fighting. And the-great and important 
political plum falls into Russian hands. 

So, those who sincerely want to open Palestine as a national 
home seek to do so by every measure short of war. It is not at all 
a question of being against the Zionist movement. It is a question 
of the whole Middle East. 

This introduces the point which is the very heart of modern 
international politics . .. can security for nations, or groups of 
nations, be established collectively? Some global plan must be 
found to co-ordinate conflicting regional “interests.” Reversal to 
nationalism means want. Absolute nationalism is unworkable, as 
twice has been demonstrated by great wars. — 

And it isn’t easy—as we see by the Council of Ministers. 

But it is not impossible.

It used to be, in the days of the legitimate 


stage and the touring “road companies,” the 

general public—the theater-wise public—learned 
to apply a discriminating discount to the claims of the advance 
agents, as made in the advertising before the show concerned had 
arrived and played its opening show in your city. 

If said advance agent claimed there were “60 luscious girls” 
in the chorus of his musical show, we knew, without further 
diagramming, there were 25 or 30 girls with the show and prob- 
ably two or three were reasonably attractive as to looks and 
personality. 

If the hit play came to town proclaimed as ‘“‘the original New 
York cast.” we knew that, in all probability, three or four of the 
players—in secondary roles—appeared for a few performances near 
the end of the Broadway run. 

Nevertheless we enjoyed those shows, we were not too critical 
and whatever the reality lacked we camouflaged with imagination. 
Under the spell of that imagination, all the girls were lovely and 
all the players, if not actually of the New York cast, were reaily 
better and hence any variation in the program’s list of names was 
just New York’s misfortune. 


Circus Adjectives When ‘the circus came to town we ex- 


pected, and were not disappointed, to read 
every flamboyant, superlative adjective to be found in the advance 
agent’s book of synonyms. Gigantic, colossal, stupendous, glitter- 
ing galaxy of gorgeous glamor—such words and phrases were just 
part of the circus. And, in the aura of that circus, we did forget 
the smell of the sawdust and the menagerie cages, we overlooked 
the tarnished costumes and the worn equipment and, as we sank 
in the coma of circus dream, the actuality came close to meeting 
all the advance promises. Though we were careful not to count 
the elephants too carefully nor to look microscopically for the 
behemoth’s sanguine perspiration. 

All this, the exaggeration of the theater and the circus, though, 
becomes almost literal truth-telling, when you become familiar with 
that modern equivalent of the fantastic story, the motion picture 
“press book.” 

Have you ever seen one? They are not published for general 
circulation, but are intended for the eyes of the managers and pub- 


licity agents of the theaters. 

: : According to the press books, never was 
Nothing But Hits made a motion pictur@that wasn't a screen 
epic, a rib-cracking farce or the tenderest exposition of the emo- 
tions of the human heart ever produced. 

Those press books contain advertising “layouts” prepared so all 
the theater manager has to do is order the particular matrix he 
desires from the film exchange, insert the name of his own theater, 
and there you have it. 

There are pages of “publicity stories,” all written save for simi- 
lar insertion of theater name and play date. There are stories in- 
tended to appear in the local newspapers prior to the showing of 
the film. ‘There are all-prepared “criticisms” of the picture and 
there are stories to be run every day during the showing. There 
are anecdotes about the stars in the cast and “humorous” stories 
of directors, technicians, props, etc., etc. | 

Others furnish so-called “strip” stories, cartoon strips presurm- 
ably to run for a week or so in place of Terry or Orphan Annie 


or Dick Tracy or Smilin’ Jack. 
We of Atlanta are fortunate in that the 

We Are Fortunate managers and advertising executives of 
our theaters know their public too well to use much of the press 
book stuff. They prepare their own copy, with intelligent re- 
straint, so most of the dope you read is reasonably dependable as 
to the quality, entertainment value and type of picture offered. 

There was a day, years ago, when some local theatermen didn’t 
know. the value of restraint in advertising, though. There is one 
classic story which will never be forgotten. A certain theater had 
a picture dealing with the salmon-fishing industry of the far north- 
west. The publicity man—he’s dead now—thought and thought for 
an advertising catch line. At last he had an inspiration. He pro- 
cured a painted banner and hung it over his entrance.

Hartford Should 
Have Held Stock 


WASHINGTON.—After all of the hullabaloo 
raised over certain loans made by Elliott Roose 
velt to finance his Texas state network business 

venture it develops that stock in the company is not as worthless 
as some of the ghouls and muckrakers would have us believe. 


The company, it now seems, is doing very well. It is showing 


The only justifiable complaint ever made against Elliott was 
that, trading on his father’s name, he borrowed a lot of money 
from men of means and played with it rather loosely. 


From John Hartford,, the chain store magnate, he borrowed 
$200,000, for example, sinking it into the network, which critics 
have described as a financial rat hole. 


As security for the loan, Hartford, who had his eyes on anti- 
trust proceedings the Department of Justice was plannnig against 
his company, was given shares of stock in Elliott’s venture. He 
was to have. gotten still other shares, but somehow he was con- 
tent to have only part delivered to him. 

Later the stock depreciated in value and the chain store man, 
under the horse-trading promptings of Jesse Jones, settled the in- 
debtedness for two cents on the dollar, intending to write off the 
difference on his income tax. 

Now, if the stock in the company had held its value and Hart- 
ford had not settled the loan for less than its face value, nothing 
would ever have been heard of the incident. Those familiar with 
the circumstances could not have accused Eiliott of borrowing 
money loosely or could have said of Hartford: that he had been 
drawn into making an unsound loan. 

It is, therefore, interesting to see what the present state of 


affairs is with the company. 

: | According to Pegler, who has been the most vocif-: 
Profitable erous critic of the deal, the stock of the company 
“is now worth more than $100 a share.” So that Hartford’s shares, 
bought back. for $4,000 by Jesse Jones, “now are worth more than 
$200,000 at that rate.” 

Since then, also, we have had a statement from Elliott, as 
carried by the United Press, to the effect that by 1944 the com- 
pany was operating in the black and showed profits for that year 
of $400,000, before taxes. 

Roosevelt went on to say that counsel for the company had 
assured him that at the time the stock changed hands it had a 
conservative value of $1,500,000 to $2,000,000. 

The House Ways and Means Committee, which investigated the 
case, reported that the operations of the company have been profit- 
able in recent years since Elliott divested himself of his interest, 
It does not put as high a value on the stock as Pegler does, but 
members who have looked into the details say that it promises to 
increase in value right along: 

The point of it is that if Hartford had held on to his stock 
he probably would not have suffered the loss of a nickel on his 
loan. The collateral he accepted as security would have been 
worth the face value of the loan. 

And, more important than all, the public would have been 
spared all of the vicious recriminations that have arisen over the 
transaction. , 


Elliott's company, it should be noted, is not the 

Not Unusu first business venture that has started out with 
too much enthusiasm Dy its backers, only to fall back into a°state 
of depression before leveling off as a profitable enterprise. The 
history of many of our present great -industrial organizations has 
been much the same. Often stock offered to the public at par has 
depreciated by as much as 50 per cent before regaining the price 
of its issue. 

That even happened to so successful a corporation as the Coca- 
Cola Company at the time it was reorganized some years ago. 

What made the whole case a public incident was the chain 
store man’s willingness to write off the debt for two cents on the 
dollar. Why he was willing to do that at Jesse Jones’ prodding 
has never been adequately explained. The average banker would 
hardly have been so eager to settle a loan.

THE QUESTION of school fi- 
mance has been forcibly brought to) 
public attention by two events, re- 
duction in water rates and crea- 
tion of the hospital authority. 


When water rates were reduced 
the financial solution was purely 
makeshift. It consisted of giving 
council the right to continue a 
one-mill tax which had gone en- 
tirely for the debt retirement and 
which would have expired. , The 
schools were given 30 per cent of 
-this tax (in which they had not 

rticipated before) to offset the 
— from water: rate reductions. 
The fundamentals of the financial 
structure were evaded, and the 
makeshift arrangement tided over 
the city and the schools.

FOR SEVERAL YEARS the 
league has advocated separation of 
school finances from general city 
finances. Three possibilities have 
been suggested: 

1. Place school appropriations 
on a per pupil basis. Let council 
give to the school department an 
amount of money determined by 
cost of operation, figured on per 
pupil average attendance basis. 
This is the chief basis upon which 
the state now makes appropria- 
tions to local schools. 


2. Give the board of education 
taxing powers. Its members are 
elected by the people at large and 
are therefore just as representa- 
tive of the ple’s will as are the 
members of council. They could 
determine the amount needed to 
run the schools, and council could 
be required to levy and collect 
this tax. Fulton county uses this 
method, although the county board 
of education is appointed by the 
grand jury rather than elected by 
the people. 

3. Combine taxing and sharing. 
Even if the board of education 
were given taxing powers, 
schools might still share in the 
“nontax” revenue (which includes 
license charges, waterworks fees, 
and income of all kinds except 
property taxes, which are known 
as~ “tax” revenue). The schools 
could get a portion of the nontax 
revenue in addition to the tax 
levied solely for school purposes. 

It is the joint responsibility of 
council and of the board of edu- 
cation to study this problem and 
to work out a satisfactory solu- 
tion. All are agreed that the 
schools must be adequately fi- 
nanced and that taxes should be 
kept as low as possible. Both can 
be done if public officials face 
the issue and adopt a plan that 
will be mutually beneficial.

The answer is that the union

planned well for it. 


They are organized and the vet- 
erans are not. The anions have 
their general headquarters. The 
veterans have none. -Their staff 
work is the result of experience in 
old organization wars and strikes. 
They have their field commanders 
and their sergeants and corporalg 
on the picket lines. Lieutenants 
posted at telephones get orders 
from headquarters and transmit 
reports of action on their sectors. 
They have roving cars with loud- 
speakers to appeal to the veterans 
with propaganda just as, in the 
war, the soldier worked on the 
confusion of the enemy by promis- 
ing them comfort and safety in 
surrender and pointing out the 
error in their loyalty to their dic- 
tators. Union propaganda does not 
always threaten those who would 
crash the picket lines. Often it 
wheedles,, pleading with them to 
forsake the cause of the corpora- 
tions, to see the light and join 
their fellow proletarians, saying 
nothing, however, about the dicta- 
torship under racketeers and com- 
munists. 


BUT, IF IT COMES to fighting 
with tire irons, battlehooks and 
clubs studded with nails, they are 
org’ nized for that, too. The sticks 
which carry the strike placards 
teehnically are not clubs but harm- 
less staffs with their printed ap- 
peals. These placards dwindled in 
size during the organization strikes 
in the motor industry under Mr. 
Roosevelt’s patronage until they 
were mere calling cards, held in 
place by nails. They had wicked 
weapons. The supreme court would 
forbid any attempt to disarm the 
pickets of these clubs. They are 
just a legitimate and _  inocent 
means of holding aloft printed ap- 
peals, freedom of speech, you 
know. 


We know that. private armies 
are forbidden but we have old 
movies taken in Michigan, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania, during Roose- 
velt’s-CIO riots, which show or- 
ganization, command and disci- 
pline. 


THESE AMERICAN veterans 
were the greatest fighters’ in the 
world fighting as units or teams.

Admiral Halsey has set an ex- 
ample which many officers and 
friends of the Navy hope will be 
followed by other senior admirals 
of this war. 
Admiral Halsey, at the age of 62, 
probably have several years of 
vigor ahead of them. But if they 


regular retirement age of 64, con- 
trol of the Navy will be frozen in 
the hands of relatively old men. 
There are enough of them to mo- 
nopolize the posts of higher re- 
sponsibility for some years ‘to 
come. 

During the war the Navy ex- 
panded relatively less than the 
Army and Army Air Forces. In 


making promotions it paid more | 


attention than they did to senior- 
ity. As a result many of the best 
naval officers in their fifties and 
forties have lower rank and re- 
sponsibilities than men of compar- 
able ability and years of service 
in the Army and Air Forces. 

_ Now that the Navy is contract- 
ing again, the opportunities for 
promotion are also contracting all 
along the line. 


THE ONLY WAY in which the 
way can be opened for the ad- 
vancement and training of the men 
who will’have to direct the Navy 
in the next war, if there is one, 
is by sweeping out most of the 
admirals who are now in their 
Some of them could still 
give valuable service. But they 
will be too old to -fight another 
war, unless it comes within three 
or four years. 

On the average, the top men in 
the Navy must be several years 
older than the top men in the 
Army and almost a generation 
older than the top men in the 
Army Air Forces. Gen. Marshall 
almost certainly will be succeeded 
by Gen. Eisenhower. Whoever 
Gen. Arnold’s immediate successor 
may be, the Army Air Forces 


probably will soon be directed by. 


generals who are now in their 
thirties or early forties. Many of- 
ficers and observers of the Navy 


think that when Adm. King re-| 


tires, in a few months, most of 
the older officers of the Navy 
should go with him. 


FROM THE NAVY’s viewpoint, 
a case is to be made for keeping 
in active service some of the big- 
name officers of this war. simply 
because they have prestige with 
congress and the public, The Navy 
has some hard fights ahead on 
the home front, for appropriations, 
for bases, and everything that it 
wants in the postwar setup. How- 
ever, the biggest names of this war 
will not lose their lustre simply 
because the men who hold them 
retire. : 

Some of the older officers of 
all the services might be usefully 
employed for several years in 
diplomatic posts, on special mis- 
sions, and as advisers. Some prob- 
ably will want simply to enjoy 
their years of retirement. And, 
considering the strains to which 
they have been subjected during 
the war, it would not be unrea- 
sonable to reduce the regular re- 
tirement age to 60 or even lower. 


IF ADM. HALSEY’S example 
was voluntarily followed by most 
of the senior admirals, more rig- 
orous measures would be neces- 
sary. But some of them aspire 
to still higher honors. And some 
cannot easily afford the loss in 
compensation which retirement 
would entail. Six thousand dol- 
lars a year is the maximum re 
tirement pay — three-quarters of 
the basic salary of a senior rear 
admiral and all higher officers. 
Incidentally, this base pay was 
fixed in 1908. In active service 
there are various allowances. In 
retirement.there are none. Some 
of the higher officers have no pri- 
vate means. If they are given 
higher retirement pay, they might 
be less reluctant to retire before 
the age of 64. 

In any event, other admirals 
who are within a few years of 
the retirement age will be watched 
closely by their juniors and by 
many friends of the Navy during 
the next few weeks and months 
for signs that Adm, Halsey has 
succeeded in setting a fashion.

Japs Loot 

TOKYO, Oct. 1—(/)—American 
investigators set out today on the 
trail of the treasure which Japan 
looted from conquered lands, and 
also delved into the state religion 
of Shintoism which was used to 
foster fanaticism and wars. . 

In Tokyo’s “Wall Street” the 
great Bank vf Japan was closed. 
Army authorities declared it could 
reopen tomorrow if its officials 
quit stalling and helped track 
down the stolen riches of Asia. 

The little people of Japan, who 
crowded about the bank, fearful 
that their savings would be taken 
away, dispersed after the Ameri- 
cans assured them their money 
was safe. 

In the vaults of this bank, finan- 
cial keystone of the Japanese gov- 
ernment comparable to the U. S.

IMPORTANCE OF MAIL 


The mail is by far the most im- 
portant reading matter that reaches 
soldiers overseas. This has had 
so ,much publicity that, if some 
people aren’t writing regularly to 
their guys overseas, it’s because 
they don’t want to. A common 
excuse seems to be that they aren’t 
getting any mail from the guys. 


The little lady says, “Okay, if the - 


bum can’t bother to write, I just 
won't write to him.” , 

The doggie doesn’t have many 
opportunities to write. If the lady 
could see him scrawling on a V- 
mail blank in a dugout, by the 
light of a candle struck with its 
own hot grease on his knee, she 
would change her way of thinking. 

A lot of people aren’t very 
smart when they write to a sol- 
dier. They complain about’ short- 
ages, or worry him or anger him 
in a hundred different ways which 
directly affect his efficiency and 
morale. Your feelings get touchy 
and explosive at the front. 

But considerate women have 
done far more to help their men 
than they may realize. A soldier’s 
life revolves around his mail. Like 
many Others, I was able to follow 
my kids progress from the day he 
was born until he was able to 
walk and talk, and although I had 
never seen him I knew him very 
well. Jean sent dozens of snap- 
shots of herself and the little guy 
at different intervals, and it made 
all the difference in the world. 


SOLDIERS’ NEWSPAPER 


Soldiers at the front. read 
K-ration labels when the contents 
were listed on the package, just 
to be reading something. God 
knows they were familiar enough 
with the contents—right down to 
the last dextrose tablet.

I couldn’t 
understand the new arrangement, 
but as I learned a little from day 
to day I saw that the paper wasn’t 
really timid—it just had to watch 
its step until it was established. 
It’s established now, and for a 
long time has been printing a 
paper which upholds the reputa- 
tion of the old Stars and Stripes.

It’s an accepted fact that you 
must be totalitarian in an army. 
The guys know that, but some- 
times it chafes a little. That’s 
why it is a tremendous relief to 
get a little breath of democracy 
and freedom of speech into this 
atmosphere of corporals and gen- 
erals and discipline. It’s a big re- 
lief even when it has to come from 
a little four-page newspaper.

Talley, in December, 1944, was 
selected to command the First En- 
gineer Special Brigade—the in- 
vasion specialists’ outfit that went 
in*on Okinawa. He is currently 
serving in the European theater.

Packing lunches is one o. the 
mcst burdensome chores for many 
mothers, and for the reason that

it is harder to get variety into 
packed lunches than into any other 
meal. This is because sandwiches 
are the basis of all packed lunches, 
which starts one off with a limi- 
tation. Nevertheless, it is possible 
to pack nutritious and appetizing 
lunches without too much monot- 
ony. But before we get down to 
detailed suggestions about foods 
for the lunch box, there should 
be a reminder that a child’s lunch 
should include one-third, or at least 
one-fourth, of the day’s food needs. 
It should, therefore, be a planned 
end balanced meal, not merely 
something to “tide him over until 
he gets home.” A growing child 
requires an abundance and a va- 
riety of food elements each day 
if his body is to attain maximum 
growth and development. So-great 
are these food needs it is not pos- 
sible for the child to get them all 
if one meal is consistently poor 
and neglected. If this fact is under- 
stood and appreciated it naturally 
follows that the school lunch will 
include milk, unless he can obtain 
this at school; nutritious breads, 
butter or enriched margarine, 
fruits, vegetables and cheese or 
meats: for the sandwich filling. 
Always in pleading for good lunch- 
es for children my mind skips 
back over a few years when one 
day I sat in a school lunchroom 
next to a little girl of about 7. 
Her lunch was wrapped in news- 
paper, no wax or white paper next 
to the food, and her lunch con- 
sisted solely of two cold biscuits 
with a slice of cold sweet potato 
in each one! She had no milk, no 
fruit, nothing else. This, I know, 
is an extreme case, but many 
children’s lunches are of poor 
quality and unbalanced. 


VARY THE BREAD 

One of the easiest means of 
getting nutrition and variety into 
a packed lunch is by using differ- 
ent kinds of bread. Try to use, 
two kinds in every lunch, Rolls, 
whole wheat, rye, cinnamon, nut, 
fruit, Boston brown, are only a 
few of the kinds of bread that

Mix fish with potatoes and add 2 
tablespoons mayonnaise. Shape in- 
to square cakes to fit bread or 
round cakes if buns are to be used. 
Dip fish cakes in cornmeal and 
fry in hot fat. Spread bread with 
margarine or mayonnaise, and 
Place a fish cake between two 
slices of bread. Wrap in waxed 
paper. 

BEAN SANDWICH 

1 cup canned baked beans, 
drained. 

1-2 cup finely cut celery. 

Salt. 

2 tablespoons lemon juice. 

Mash beans, add celery, salt and 
lemon juice. Mix well and spread 
on slices of buttered whole wheat 
or rye bread. Crisp lettuce in sepa- 
rate paper next to sandwich,
